ARE $8,0.00,000 


Mississippi Was Worst Cy- 


clone State in Last High 
Years, Report Says 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 


Washington,! D. C.—During1 the las 


eight years there were 752 tornadoe 
in the United States that caused an 
aggregate property loss of more than 
$02.000,000 and the loss qt 1.929 lives 
Arkansas led all the states in th 
number of these storms, while Illinoi 
led in the total property loss. Indiana 
and Illinois suffered the storm tha 
caused the greatest number of fatal 
ites—103. 


These statistics are announced b: 


Herbert C. Hunter, of the 
Unitei 


States weather bureau, as summariz 
ing- the data gathered since 1916 when 
the weather bureau resumed the sys 
tematic collection of tornado stalls 
tics for the entire country. 
The re 


suit for the 8-year period can now b< 
compared with the conclusions reach 
ed by Finley. about 40 yearg ago, and 
by Henry, another expert, over 25 
years ago. 


The tornado is a wicked storm that 


in this country seems to prefer the 
Middle "West as the scene of its de 
predations. It is cyclonic in its move- 
ments, but 
instead 
of being1 1000 


miles in diameter like the continenta 
cyclone, or 100 miles like the tropica 
hurricane, it usually has a diameter 
of gyration of only about. 100 to 300 
yards. 


SPEED TERRIFIC 


Its speed of rotation is said to be so 


terrific that no instruments have ever 
been hald together long enough to 
measure 
its velocity, which 
must 


equal that of a rifle bullet. Reputable 
and reliable persons have 
reported 


wheat straws that were shot by the 
wind of ai tornado at least helf an 
inch into the tough body of an oak 
tree, and in another instance a two 
by four pine scantling was 
driven 


through five-eights of an inch of solid 
iron. 


As a rule tornadoes occur in the 


spring of the year, in the southeast 
quadrant of a cyclone, when the tem- 
perature and humidity aro high. Their 
cljfection is nearly always toward the 
northeast and at the height of tlwir 
destructiveness they mow a path like 
a gigantic, irresistible scythe.
